'Manslaughter, Says the 


Coroner's Jury 


This is Verdict at at Lacombe in 
Inquest into Explosion Fatality 


Lacombe, Alta., Oct. 27—That Ev- 
erett G. McLeod came to his death 


plosion of a trunk in the «baggage 


Sifton; room of the C.P.R. depot at Lacombe 


on the evening of October 12, 1911, 
and from evidence produced it is the 
opinion of the jury that the trunk 
causing the.death of the said Everett 
G. McLeod was checked over the C. 
P.R. from Red Deer to Lacombe by 
Henry Leonard Nein and Harry Leine. 

The above is the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury on the death of the 
‘C.P.R. baggageman, who was_ killed 
in the explosion which wrecked the 
depot here on the 12th Oct. Bick- 
ford, the assistant baggageman who 
was also severely injured- at the 
time, was able to leave the hospital 

and appear before the jury. He is 
still very weak and suffers from the 
severe burns received. His evidence 
was with reference to. the trunk 
which exploded and which was taken 
off the train by him on the evening 
of the accident. 

Several other witnesses were called 
with reference to the trunk, the most 
damaging evidence to the _ parties 
under arrest ,being given by the bag- 
gagemaster at Red Deer, who identi- 
fied positively Leine and Nein as be- 
ing the parties who checked the 
trunk from Red Deer to Bacombe. 

From evidence, brought out the 
trunk contained a large amount of 
potasium chlorate and ‘magnesium 
metal powder. 

Liene and Nein were taken to Fort 
Saskatchewan tonight by the R.N.W. 
M.P. to await a preliminary trial on 
a charge of manslaughter.

RIGH IN GOLD . 


Wonderful Discovery of the Yellow 
Metal in !.abrador 

The steamer Kiic errivéd in St, 
John’s, Nfld., after a three months’ 
voyage, in which she was supposed to 
have been trading in Northern Labra- 
dor. Two men had chartered the Kite 
for this voyage. They were S. 8. Eim- 
sley, of Ottawa, Ontario, and Richard 
White, of St. John’s. One of the sail: 
ors on the Kite was on shore leave, 
and in a mellow moment exhibited a 
three-ounce nugget of almost virgin 
gold, which, he said, he had dug out 
of a vein with a pocketknife during the 
voyage of his vessel. 

As a result it has been learned that 
the voyage was @ prospect, which is 
reported to have shown the great 
wastes of upper Labrador sand Bafiin’s 
Land to be a gold bed far richer than 
the Klondike or Yukon! 

Closer inquiry developed that the 
return cargo of the Kite, as shown by 
her entry at the Customs House, was 
five tons of mineral samples. The 
placer stuff was a quantity of gravel 
dug out of the rivers and dry beds in 
mountain valleys of Baffin’s Land, 
which averaged a quarter of an ounce 
of gold to a pound of panningy, the 
richest find that man has known since 
the days of the scattered pockets of 
California. 

Elmsley and Smith refused to say 
anything about their discoveries, or to 
tell how they first explored and pros. 
pected over the country where they 
went back to gather samples of ore, 
quartz, and gold-bearing sands. It was 
in a part of this unknown land that 
Hubbard, the daring explorer, with a 
well-equipped expedition, lost his Mfe, 

The Kite expedition went as far 
north as Pond’s Inlet, but the gather 
ing ice blocked their voyage twenty 
miles further north to the Elk River, 
which Elmsley and Smith were trying 
to gain to claim the wealth the land 
there had shown them.

Old Stump by Professor ' 
W.S. Foster | 


Spokane, Wash., Oct. 14.—President 
Taft has among the souvenirs of his 
from: a 
stump, which scientists declare © was 


. a tree before the glacial period. The 


wood was found in the valley of the 
south fork of the Old Man river in 
the southern part of the Provioce of 
Alberta by Professor W. S: Foster, 
a geologist and explorer, living in 
Spokane. The cane, which is valued 
at. $5,000, was presented by Edwin T. 
Coman, president of the chamber of 
commerce, on behalf of the people of 
Spokane. ‘ 
FOUND IN PEAT BIED. 

“The stump, which stood in a peat 
bed, was found beneath 60 feet of 
glacial wash,”’ said Professor Foster, 
giving a history of the discovery,"’ 
and preserved to the present day by 
one of the wooderful freaks of nat- 
ure. The peat, from which the stump 
was taken, is on a sandstone forma- 
tion and is about three feet in 
thickness. Seaweeds and flag-stocks 
found nearby also were well preserv- 
ed. ; Z 

“This peat bed was uncovered by 
the wearing away of the glactal wash 
by floods and the flow of the Old Man 
river. There is not the least ques- 
tion in my mind that the tree grew 
before the glacial period, more than 
250,000 years ago, but so far I have 
not been able to ascertain the kind 
of wogd it is. 

FOUND IN FRANK DISTRICT. 

“The discovery was made not long 
ago in the Frank district, which is 
250 miles north of Spokane and fully 
400 miles east of the Pacific Ocean. 
The presence of weli-preserved sva- 
weed and flag-stock in abundance, 
buried under 60 feet of glacial depos- 
it, appears to be sufficient proof of 
its antiquity, though 1 have much 
other evidence of scientific character 
to bear out all my assertions. 

“More than that, I am prepared to 
satisfy any one posted on such things 
by showing them the stump from 
which the wood was cut, . also the 
formation in which the discovery was 
made.” .

Left Home Without a Dollar to His

The story of the poor Jad who leaves 
home to make his way in the world, 
and who returns tp his native place as 
a self-made and honorable man of af- 
fairs can never lose its charm.

fom SQUASH “FINE AESIDENCE 


' FOR GOVERNOR 


The New Home of the Lieu- 
, tenant Governor of Ontario 
Will Be Palatial 


No residence in Toronto will equal 
that of his Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor of this province, according 
to the plans and preparations of Mr. 
F. R. Heakes, who planned and de- 
signed both the building and the land- 
scape effect for the new property in 
Chorley Park. The Chateau Frontenac 
‘in Quebec, and the Hotel Laurier in 
Ottawa are practically the only éon- 
sistently carried out Franch chateau 
designs in Canada. In Chorley Park 
house will be built a French renais- 
sance chateau consistently carried out. 
It will be more elaborately finished 
than the Chateau Frontenac, though, 
of course, not so large. Its windows 
ec look out over a magnificent pros- 


pect of woods, valleys and_ gullies. 
Around its walls will circle a terrace 
j with a stone balustrade overlooking 
the tree tops of a steep gully leading 
down to the old Belt Line tracks. In 
front of the porte cochere will extend 
4 balustraded brick-paved court, con- 
nected by a bridge over a gully, with 
a circular outer court, also. brick- 
paved and balustraded. A drive leads 
‘from the outer court over another 


‘bridge to Roxborough Avenue. Down 


stone steps from the terrace on the 
lower flat will be situated the tennis- 

‘court, surrounded by trees, with a peep 

_into the beautiful valley of the Don. 

¢ North-east of the main building on the 
edge of the ravine ig the site for the 
stable and gerage. The servants’ wing 
stretches out from the main building 
on an unconventional slanting angle, 
with kitchen, scullery, serving pantry, 
servants’ dining-room and _sitting- 
room, bed rooms, and everything com- 
plete and all practically detached from 
the main building. 

{ Where the grounds are level on the 
north and west a stone wall will form 
the outer boundary on the ravine side, 

,; to the east and sputh the terrace will 

| be supported by a retaing wall of con- 
erete reinforced by twisted steel rods 
and wire mesh binding. In one place 

, this wall will be 30 feet high, with 

‘almost a bird’s-eye view of natural 

iforest grounds reaching down away 

‘Into the valley. The house itself will 
be built of grey Credit ‘Valley stone. 
The contract for the stone work was 
let to Fred Holmes and Son at $1265,- 
000. The front entrance, or porte 
cochere, leads first to a vestibule, then 
to a large circular lobby, behind which 
‘s the grand hall. The latter will be 
open for three storeys to a skylight, 
with a balustrade at each story. To 
the right of the hall a State reception 
room and drawing room are arranged 
en suite. To the left a magnificent 
State dining room and a private dining 
room for the Lieutenant-Governor's 
family on ordinary occasions. At the 
rear of the Grand Hall is an immense 
ball-room, with an alcove and a veran- 
dah overlooking the ravine. The 
living room adjoins the main hall on 
the east, with a palm-room of glass 
end a writing-room. 

The building will have a frontage of 
156 feet, with a depth of almost as 
much. With three storeys, a tile roof, 
ad its pointed turret towers, it will 
follow somewhat the lines ‘of -the 
French palaces. The inside construc- 
tion will be carried out in marble and 
wood. The color scheme has not yet 
been decided upon. Steel and terra 
cotta provide practically ‘for fire-proof 
construction,

BUSINESS MEN NEEDED. ; 

Mr. Michener-further touched upon! 
the need! for an administration - on 
business lines by business men rather, 
than: by: professional politicians of 
whom the country {vas heartily tired. 
He suggested that possibly a few 
lawyers might’ be allowed in the 
house, and this suggestion rajsed a 
loud laugh in view of the fact. that 
sO many distinguished members of 
the legal profession were present on 
the platform. Mr. Michener dealt. at 
some length with the crying need 
throughout the province of trunk 
roads and bridges rather than public 
and parliament buildings and a uni- 
versity building far in advance of the 
needs at the present time. He referr- 
ed also at some length to the need 
of some system of drainage, both as 
a foundation for good roads and for 
the reclamation of valuable lands for 
agricultural purposes. 

It was also shown by the leader of 
the opposition how the government 
could vastly benelit the agricultuenl| 
interests of the province by setting} 
aside from the publi¢ income a sum| 
of ten millions for loaning to home- 
steaders who had received — their 
patents at a low rate of interest. The 
government coutd secure this money 
at 4+ per cent. and charge the farmers 
5 per cent and so save $390,000 :

terest’ most of which was going out 
of the province. The government 
could also make 100,000 dollars at 
per cent and this amount of money 
would defray all expenses and lsave 
a handsome surplus for further loan- 
ing to the farmers of the province. 

MACHINE POLITICS. 

The growing tendency in the poli- 
ties of this province to indulge in 
‘machine methods was dealt. with. Mr.

“And where did all this lumber go? 
In addition to the vast amount which 
went into boards more than 1,000,000,- 
000 feet were consumed in fence rails, 
posts, and telegraph poles. One hun- 
dred and eighteen million feet, mostly 
white oak, went into ties for the rail- 
roads; 165,000,000 cubic feet were used 
for timbering mines, and _ 1,250,000 
cords of wood were turned into alco- 
hol. Many million cords of firewood 
were burnt. A vast amount of timber 
was used for staves and for heads o} 
barrels, and enough barrel hoops wera 
turned out to give five to every man, 
woman and child in the United States, 
and leave some to spare. We used 
more than 3,000,000 cords of native 
wood in our paper mills. This was 
mainly spruce and hemlock; and mil- 
Hons went into notions of one kind or 
other. The tooth-pick, for instance, !s 
little more than a splinter, but we 
have one factory in Maine which 
makes 500,000,000 of them every year. 

We have other places which turn 
out clothespins and wooden spools by 
the hundreds of millions. Several 
hundred acres of forests are annually 
burned up as matches and more than 
8,000 acres are cut into shoe-pegs in 
the space of twelve months. And then 
there is the encrmous' amount that 
goes into furniture, and into carts, car- 
riages, and wagons of all kinds. The 
shingles, most of which come from the 
far West, are 3,700,000,000 in number, 
and the laths are four times as great. 

“This consumption is enough to 
make us pause and wonder where we 
shall get our wood for the future. 

“The government is doing all it can 
to cut down the waste. It sends out 
advice to the lumbermen as to how to 
handle the timber, and to the managers 
of the sawmills as to the best kinds 
of machinery. Many of the railroad 
ties are now hewed out with the axe. 
If cut with the saw this alone would 
save more than 280,000,000 cubic feet 
of wood every year. 

“About two-thirds of the wood in 
trees chopped down for lumber is lost, 
and a large part of that intended for 
mine timbers, cooperage, and piles 
goes to waste. The government gives 
advice as to the treatment of timber in 
order to keep out the insects and rot. 
The insects annually destroy more 
than 8,000,000,000 cubic feet, but this 
may be prevented by soaking the tim- 
ber in chemicals. The same method is 
used against rot, something like 
1,400,000,000 feet of boards being so 
treated last year. We are now using 
about 60,000,000 gallons of creosote 
end 19,000,000 pounds of zinc chloride 
for this purpose. 

“The government estimates that 
about one-fourth of all the timber log- 
ged out in the forest goes to waste. 
This coines from careless cutting, the 
leaving of large stumps and the not 
using the tops and branches. In the 
mills the thick gang saw biades turn 
& great deal of lumber to dust, and it 
{s calculated that if thin bandsaws 
took their places the saving would be 
more than 2,060,000,000 board feet per 
annum, 

“The chief work of the forestry 
bureeu. however, is taking care of the 
national forests. These are of enor- 
moug extent, and they ure growing in 
value each year. They now cover 195,- 
000,000 acres. In round numbers they 
are about equal to eight states as big 
as Kentucky or Virginia, and they 
have more than 600,000,000,000 board 
feet of merchantable timber. At this 
estimate they contain about one-tenth 
of the woods which covered the United 
States at the time it began to be set- 
tled, and, going back to our homely 
comparison, contain enough lumber to 
make a board walk a foot wide from 
here to the sun.”

turned from Alaskan waters, saw new 
Islands form in the far northern 
waters. 
_ After hunting sea otter, ‘Schroeder 
from the top of Mount’ Bogoslav, 
Alaska, an island peak, when the at- 
tention of himself and his sailing 
master, Chas. Pederson, was attracted 
to an eruption. 

Flame-colored streaks spread over 
the sky, and a column of vapor arose 
from the top of Mount Bogoslav. 
Schroeder steered the schooner until 
he got within three miles of the island, 
from which position he had a clear 
view of the phenomenon. The molten 
matter spread out over the sea, where 
the water was shallow. When the 
vapor finally cleared, after hours of 
eruntion, four small islands were seen 
where there had been none before.

adian men in public life, Hon. William 
Templeman entered the political arena 
by the pathway of journalism. It was 
in Pakenham Village that William, 
who was destined to write his name 
in Western politics, first saw the light 
of.day. The villagers down there now 


will tell you that young Templeman 
wasn't any bright particular star while 
attending school, but he was known 
around the neighborhood as a good, 
steady, obedient boy, and generally 
managed to keep either well up in the 
running or at the head of his class. 
The glamor of the “Fourth Estate” 
had an early alluring effect upon Wil- 
liam, and at the age of 23 he estab- 
lished a newspaper at Almonte. Al- 
though an unpretentious sheet, it 
stuck to the essential points of jour- 
nalism, in those pioneer days at least, 
like a leech, and it gave the news first, 
last and always. Templeman grew, 
however, much more quickly than his 
weekly, and in 1844 we find him 
branching out in the broader field of 
enterprising journalism on the Pacific 
Coast. He founded the Victoria Times 
and has been its controlling lever ever 
since. 

The great fight over unrestricted re- 
ciprocity in 1891 drew him into the 
thickest of the fray as a supporter of 
the policy of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, but 
an easy berth was found for him in the 
Senate. At the age of 53 Templeman 
was much too active to be entombed in 
such a manner, and in 1902 Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier made him a member of his 
Government without portfolio. It did 
not take nim long to show the “old 
chief” that he knew as much, or more, 
about the West than any other man 
on the right of the Speaker, and it 
made him Minister of Inland Revenue. 
The same year he was elected to the 
House of Commons for Victoria. In 
1908 he was defeated in the same con- 
stituency, but in 1909 he was chosen 
by acclamation to represent Comox- 
Atlin. . 

The tide that swept the “cabinet of 
the talents” out of existence on Sept. 
21 included the Hon. William, and 
his picturesque figure will be seen no 
more, at least for some time, in the 
vicinity of Parliament Hill. His de- 
feat will likely send him back to his 
old love on the coast, and it is alto- 
gether probable he will spend his fu- 
ture days in the atmosphere of a news- 
paper sanctum.

Archdeacon Renison, of Moose Fort, 
James Bay, who has charge of Angli- 
can mission work in the Moosonee 
district, with its scattered population 


of some six thousand, has some inter 
esting suggestions to make regarding 
the education and civilization of the 
Indians. 

The Archdeacon Holds that the pre- 
sent policy is wrong. Instead of try- 
ing to make them mechanics and 
clerks, for which they are not suited, 
they would be better employed by the 
Government in surveying and pioneer 
work, as well as fire-ranging and game 
wardenship, for which work they have 
a natural aptitude. Public opinion is 
growing in favor of the conservation 
of the north country, and no man can 
assist In and carry out the work of 
conservation as well as the Indian, for 
the woods are his home, and conserva- 
tion is work in which he has no equal. 

Mr. Renison suggests that portages 
should be cut between the lakes of 
New Ontario, and that an Indian 
should be settled at every lake. His 
work should be the keeping open of 
the portage routes, and the guidance 
of strangers. In this way the Indian 
would be able to live his own life, and 
at the same time be of immense use 
to Canada.
